Aunexation of Canada. 


Phe prospect that the Canadas will, at no distant 
day, form a part of our federative republic, seems} 
now fast approaching toa certainty. ‘The great con-! 
trast between the commercial and social prosperity of | 
the States and the Canadas, and the clear prospect 
that annexation would enhance the value of property 
in Canada by at least fifty per cent, will not fail to 
give an effectual impulse to the movement for annexa- 
tion, In such a case, the British Government can-| 
not resist if they would ; and never was there a com- 
bination of circumstances more clearly indicating, 
and more surely making the way for such a crisix.— 
‘The parent country seems inclined to contemplate the 
measure with a dispassionate view to the hest inter- 
ests of all concerned. For it has been clearly demon- 
strated, by the results of the independence of these 
states, that the Canadas forming a part of our Reput- 
lic, will be more valuable to British commerce, and 
less a burden to the British treasury, than they now 
are. And the success of the movement has not been 
prejudiced as in former times, by any provoking 
measures of our people. If the Yankees had inter- 
fered, British pride would have been roused against 
the contemplated change, and the Canadians would 
have been more divided in views respecting it. Now 
there seems to be a wonderful union of opposite par- 
tes in the measure. These facts, taken together, 
show that the hand of Providence has wisely and 
kindly prepared the way for it, as an event well nigh 
matured. 

But we do not contemplate such an event as politi- 
cians, bor as mere patrivts ; but as Christian philan 
thropists. The question with us is, How are the 
Christian interests of this country and of the Canadas 
to be affected by the change? 

In the first place, when the Canadas are annexed, 
the limits of our slave territory will have been fixed, 
if they be not before that time. The way seems now 
prepared for the Californians to settle that quest

Cuba cannot be forcibly revolu- 
tionized, without effecting emancipation, One or the 
other of the parties in a civil war, would be sure to 
let loose and enlist the slaves. So that Cuba can 
never be available as a slave state in this confedera- 
ey, unless byan amicable transfer made by the Span- 
ish goveroment—an event not soon to be expected.— 
And then if we had it now as a slave state, it would 
be valueless to the slave interest, in that it would di- 
minish rather than increase the price of slaves in the 
Southern States. At least, it could open no market 
for their surplus slaves. In this state of facts, the 
coming in of the Canadas wou!d be an event of great 
interest, touching the slave question; though it 
would be sad for the thousands of fugitive slaves who 
bave found a home in those provinces. 

But the ‘annexation of Canada will be an important 
event, in that it will opentousa broad field for Chris- 
tian effort. Canada then will cease to be regarded as 
a foreign nation in the seope of our plans of Christian 
benevolence. Our Home Missions will find there @ 
home, and our Christian denominations will extend 
each its co-operation and sympathy with kindred de- 
nominations there. We shall indeed add a new terri- 
tory of papal darkness to be illumined--but shall also 
increase our alvantages for carrying in the light. 
Though British Christians have done not a little in 
the form of Colonial Missions in Canada, they have 
not carried forward the work of evangelizing there as 
effectually as it has been done in our Western States. 
The British Colonies are so vast, and so distant from

A Sabbath-Breaking Rail Road. 


We learn with deep regret that the Directors of 
the Boston & Worcester Rail Road, on Monday, 
passed a resolution to run a Sabbath train, The sub- 


to run a train from Newton into the city on the mora- 
ing ot the Sabbath, and return after public worship, 
to accommodate such as wished to come to the cily 
to attend church. ‘This petition was signed, as we 
are informed, by persons indiscriminately ,living both 
in and out of the city. This petition was followed by 
several remonstrances, having more than twice the 
number of names which were attached to the petition. 
These remonstrances came from those living on the 
line of the Road, who regard such a train as a pri- 
vate and public grievance. 

We are at a loss to acedunt for the course of the 
Directors in this matter, It certainly cannot be the 
part of wisdom to do outrage to the consciences and 
wishes of many, in order to oblige afew. We be- 
lieve it to be the fact, that not one in fifty of the 
church-going people of the town of Newton will ev- 
er avail themselves of such an arrangement. 

It cannot be wise, again, for the Directors to doan 
act which will displease a portion of the stockbold- 
ers, especially when such act is a plain violation 
of the laws of God. 

Further, it does not seem wise, in the present con- 
dition of the Worcester Road, to take a step which 
must necessarily impair confidence in its direction 
and in the value of its stock. 

Once more, it would seem unwise for the Board to

AMERICAN POMOLOGICAL CONGRESS. | 

This is not like the Congress at the Capitol, to dis 
cuss tariff and persion bills, and other questions of 
our national policy, Yet it is hardly less important; 
because, as its name iinports, it is concerned with all 
the fruits of the country; and the day may come 
when its voice will be as authoritative in the various 
departments of pomol ogy as that of our national Con- 
gress is in those of government. 

The history of this association is brief. It originat- 
ed in a desire among many members of different hor- 
ticultural societies, for a national institution, to im- 
prove the fruits of the country and to promote the 
the science of their cultivation ; in a word, to do for 
the nation what local societies of the kind have ac- 
complisbed or are accomplishing in their particular 
districts. We think that the proposition originated 
in the Massachusetts Horticultural Society. But to 
whomsoever this honor should be ascribed, we are 
sure, for itis recorded in the “proceedings of the 
National Congress of fruit-growers” for 1843, that 
the call for the first meeting was issued jointly by the 
Horticultural Societies of Massachusetts, Pennsylva- 
nia, New Jersey, and New Haven and by the Amer- 
jean Institute. Pursuant to this call, delegates from 
kindred associations in all parts of the country assem-| 
bled in the lecture-room of the Mercantile Library 
in the city of New York on the 10th of October 1848, 


and continued their sessions several days. ‘heir

‘Then we shall give them to our readers. 

One of the most important items of business tran- 
sacted at the recent meeting of this body, was the 
uniou under the name of the head of this article, of 
the “National Congress of Fruit-Growers,” with the 
“North American Pomological Convention,” which 
met this year at Syracuse, and the last at Buffalo.— 
Much is to be hoped from this Society by all lovers 
of good fruit. And where is the man, the woman or 
the child, who does not love it? 

At the last meeting, there was considerable discus- 
sion in relation to the comparative merits of different 
varieties of fruit. More than one hundred varieties of 
pears were rejected as unworthy of cultivaiion.— 
Strawberries, raspberries, grapes, and currants were 
each in turn examined, discussed, and several varie- 
ties of them recommended for general cultivation, 
and some for particular localities, while others were 
rejected, 

‘The following session of this Congress, is to be 
held next autumn in Cincinnati ; and thereafter, its 
sessions are to be biennial, and that for 1852, in Phil- 
adelphia.
